Hanoi VIPs to Moscow: The North Vietnamese 
fielded a top-drawer delegation for the Moscow anni¬ 
versary celebrations. Headed by Party First Secre¬ 
tary Le Duan, the delegation included General Vo 
Nguyen Giap and Foreign Minister Nguyen Duy Trinh. 

This group was met by Soviet brass at the airport— 
Brezhnev, Kosygin, and President Podgorny. 

All this display of senior personalities is in¬ 
tended to dramatize the close relations between 
Hanoi and Moscow. Behind the show of solidarity, 
however, have been some pretty clear indications 
that the North Vietnamese do not want to get caught 
in any Moscow-Peking crossfire during the festivities.
